The West German Bundestag (Lower House) 
today passed in. final reading the Bonn conyen- 
tions — ending the occupation — and the Paris 
treaty setting up the European Defence Com- 
munity (EDC), 10 months after the treaties. were 
signed. 

Western Germany was the first of the six 
EDC countries to ratify the EDC treaty in either . 
house and the third of the four signatories of the 
Bonn Conventions to tackle the conventions.

West Germany almost complete sovereignty.

“Making all allowances for 
the fact that this was a young 
woman, used to talking lightly 
and flippantly in the modern 
manner, I cannot accept that 
this letter was written by a 
wife whose husband had driven 
her away from home by crucl- 
ty,” the Judge said. ; 

“It is rather the Ictter of a 
woman thinking—as ~=modern 
people regard themselves as cn- 
titled to do—that it has all been 
n blg mistake and it would be 
better to haye g. divorce.” . 

When the husband returned 
to England he met his wife and

An appeal against a forfeiture order’ made 


by a Magistrate in respect of a cargo of tinplate 
seized on board a junk off Sai Wan on June 18, 
1952, was heard before Mr Justice C. W. Reece, 
Puisne Judge, in the Appeal Court this morning. 


Tho appellants, Chang Sul-pun 
and Chan Cheung-fat, were re- 

esented by Mr A, J, Clifford, 
instructed by Mr A. Y. Hon. Mr 
D, F. .O'Reilly “Mayne, Crown 
Counsel, appeared for the Crown, 

Mr Clifford said that the for- 
felture order was made on ao 
completely mistaken ground In 
that the order was applied for 
under Section 14 (3) of the 
Importation. and  Exportation 
Ordinance when the date of the 
alleged offence was June 18, 1952. 
Couasel said that Ordinance had 
been amended by Ordinance 21 
of 1962 which came Into law on 
June 26, 1952, 


The Crown's application 
alleged that there had been an 
attempted export of prohibited 
goods, and forfelture hod been 
asked for and given on that 
ground, There were four charges 
preferred, the first being under 
the Defence Regulations and the 
other three under the Merchant 
Shipping Ordinance. Counsel 
submitted the Magistrate had 
no jurisdiction under Section 14 
(3) of the Importation and 
Exportation Ordinance to order 
forfelture, as that particular 
section only referred, to offences 
under that particular Ordinance, 


NOT ADEQUATE 


Replying, Mr’ O'Reilly Mayne 
sald that appellants’ arguments 
were not covered in the grounds 
of appeal in that no particulars 
were included and they were

He submitted it wap clear 
from the record that the Magts- 
trate in ordering forfciture had 
directed his mind to the Im- 
Portation and Exportation Or- 
dinance.
